Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1958. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  was 
18,070,  a  decrease  of  90  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

258  births,  cf  which  13  were  illegitimate,  were 
registered  during  the  year,  and  there  were  205  deaths  from 
all  causes*  ....  ,  .  - 

The  birth  rate,  14.28  has  decreased  by  2*35  per  1,000 
of  the  population  as  compared  with  1957*  whereas  the  England 
and  Wales  rate  was  16*4.  The  illegitimate  live  births 
accounted  for  5/S  of  the  total  live  births. 

There  were  6  still  births  during  the  year,  giving  a  still 
birth  rate  (per  1,000  live  and  still  births)  of  22*7.  The 
England  and  Wales  rate  was  21.6* 

The  births  compar ability  factor,  the  ratio  of  the 
national  to  the  local  fertility  index,  was  1*16. 

The  number  of  Beaths,  205,  was  21  more  than  in  1957 
and  gives  a  death  rate  of  11.34,  an  increase  cf  1.21  per 
1,000*  The  England  and  Wales  death  rate  was  11.7. 

The  increase  in  deaths  occurred  mainly  in  the  two 
categories  (i)  coronary  disease,  angina,  and  (iij5  other 
heart  disease. 
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The  deaths  comparability  factor  was  0.79. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age 
was  5  cf  which  3  were  legitimate.  4  of  the  5  deaths 
occurred,  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  This  gives  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  19.4  as  compared  with  the  England 
and  Wales  rate  cf  22.5. 

The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  is  15.5. 

The  legitimate  infant  mortality  rate  is  12.2  and  the 
illegitimate  infant  mortality  rate  is  154.  The  illegitimate 
live  births  accounted  far  5%  of  the  total  live  births. 

The  causes  of  infant  deaths  were:  -  meningomyelocele, 
oesophageal  atresia,  broncho  pneumonia,  amyoplasia  congenita, 
and  congenital  abnormalities. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

Infectious  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  v^ere 
responsible  for  18  deaths  -  influenza  7>  pneumonia  11.

During  the  year  8  oases  of  food  poisQning  were  notified,, 
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A  minor  outbreak  of  3  oases  occurred  soon  after  these  had 
been  guests  at  a  house  party  in  Fakenham.  In  .all  three 
Salmonella  typhimurium  was  isolated  and  the  M.O.H. for  Fakenham 
notified  of  the  occurrence. 

There  were  5  single  cases  and  all,  except  cne,  were  due  to 
Salmonella  typhimurium  infection*  There  appeared  to  be  no* 
connection  between  these  cases.  Inquiries  indicated  that  sane 
time  previously  in  the  Tittle  shall,  Litcham,  Weasenham  locality, 
diarrhoea  and/or  vomiting  had  been  more  common  than  usual  but, 
being  comparatively  mild,  the  family  doctor  was  not  consulted* 

One  case  was  interesting  in  that  the  individual  affected 
was  a  stockman  who  had  been  attending  to  young  calves  brought 
from  the  King’s  Iynn  Market.  Seme  of  the  calves  had  been  ill 
'vd_th  enteritis  and  two  of  them  died.  From  the  viscera  of  one 
of  the  calves  Salmonella  typhimurium  was  isolated.  It  is 
practically  oertaln  that  this  man  contracted  the  infection  from 
the  calves  as  further  investigation  showed  that  the  strains 
isolated  from  the  man  and  the  calf  were  both  11  plage  type  le  var  3” 

Early  in  October  Salmonella  montevideo  was  isolated  from  the 
faeces  of  a  young  boy  in  Tittle  shall.  Inquiries  elicited  the 
information  that  all  the  members  of  this  family  had  had  diarrhoea 
and/ or  vaniting  about  three  weeks  previously.  Specimens  fran  all 
members  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  and  Salmonella  panama 
was  isolated  frem  one  of  his  sisters.  Subsequently  this  boy  4 
■was  also  positive  to  panama  but  not  to  montevideo.  Owing  to  the 
long  period  from  the  onset  of  the  illness  in  the  family  it  was 
not  possible  to  ascertain  the  source  of  the  infection.

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The  introduction  in  the  autumn  of  the  triple  antigen  against 
diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough  has  resulted  in  the  almost 
general  use  of  this  prophylactic  for  the  primary  inmuni  sat  ion  of 
infants.  Since  its  introduction  18  infants  were  protected  "by 
this  method. 

In  addition  4  children  and  adults  were  given  a  complete 
course  of  injections  against  tetanus* 

The  demands  of  the  polio  vaccination  oampaign  have 
necessarily  meant  that  the  diphtheria  immunisation  programme 
has  fallen  behind  and  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  a 
child’s  first  year  of  life  has  now  become  a  very  complicated 
affair,

POLIO  YAOCINATION 


In  1958  those  entitled  to  be  given  vaccination  were  children 
over  6  months  and  under  15  years  of  age,  expectant  mothers  and 
certain  other  priority  groups.  The  response  to  this  has  been 
very  satisfactory  and  progress  is  now  being  made  with  the  third 
injections  of  this  group* 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministiy  of  Health 
announced  that  the  scheme  would  be  extended  to  include  the 
15  -  25  years  age  group.  The  response  to  this  age  group  has, 
up  to  date,  been  very  disappointing.  Although  the  Executive 
Committee  have  agreed  that  general  practitioners  will,  in 
the  main,  be  responsible  for  undertaking  vaccination  in  this 
age  group,  I  can  see  that  this  will  be  a  very  difficult  task 
in  a  rural  area.. 

The  correspondence  entailed  in  the  polio  vaccination 
scheme  and  the  maintenance  of  the  records  have  thrown  a  heavy 
strain  on  my  small  staff  and  I  would  like  to  place  on  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  voiding  way  in  which  they  have 
assisted.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Construction 

The  iron  removal  plant  was  completed  at  Beeston  and  is 
working  satisfactorily.  Main  laying  commenced  on  the  Weasenham, 
Pransham  &  Lyng  schemes  and  was  completed  at  Lyng  during  the 
year.  Work  is  now  proceeding  at  Pransham.  Mr.  Kibble  white  has 
carried  out  the  day  to  day  supervision  of  this  contract.

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As  a  result  of  this,  visits  were  made  by  Mr. Wood  the  Public  Analyst, 
representatives  of  the  paint  manufacturers  and  the  tank  manuf acturers, 
In  view  pf  the  fact  that  the  cause,  could  not  be  defined  the  tank 
manufacturers  referred  the  matter  to  the  Corrosion  Advice  Brreau 
of  the  British  Iron  and  Steel  Research  Association*  They  are  at 
present  engaged  on  their  investigations  and  their  representative 
is  shortly  to  visit  the  site. 

In  September  it  was  noted  that  the  delivery,  from  the  pump  at 
Hockering  had  dropped  considerably.  Investigations  were  carried 
out  and  the  Eastern  Electricity  Board  was  consulted  concerning 
their  supply  but  it  was  apparent  that  the  fault  lay  with  the 
pump  unite  This  was  withdrawn,  dismantled,  and  checked  but 
proved  to  be  a  job  requiring  factory  attention*  The  standby 
pump  ivas  installed  and.  the  unit  returned  to  the  makers.  This  ' 
was  reconditioned  by  them  and  replaced  in  early  December .  As  this 
scheme  operates  via  a  pressure  set  there  was  unavoidable  inconvenience 
to  consumers,  who  were  previously  notified,  and  the  water  was  in 
faart  off  for  a  day  on  each  occasion. 

Several  other  minor  incidents  occurred  at  the  headworks, 
generally  due  to  electrical  faults  but  Mr, Stevenson  was  able 
to  rectify  these  matters  promptly  and  v/ithout  assistance. 

ii  major  dislocation  of  supplies  occurred  in  the  district 
during  February  when  a  number  of  villages  'were  cut  off  by  the 
b Hazard.  Damage  was  caused  to  the  overhead  electricity  supply 
lines  rendering  the  pumps  inoperative.  Supplies  were  resumed  as 
soon  as  the  power  was  restored. 

General 

The  small  iron  removal  plant  which  the  Housing  Committee 
instructed  me  to  Instal  at  East  Tuddcnham  came  into  operation 
during  July  and  has  proved  so  successful  that  a  further  plant  is 
to  be  installed  at  the  Garve stone  Housing  Site.  The  whole  of  this 
werk,  both  electrical  and  plumbing,  was  carried  out  by 
Mr1.  Stevenson  and  his  staff. 
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The  Council  Houses  at  Beeston  were  connected  to  the 
mains  during  the  year  and  extensions  were  carried  out  for  the 
Housing  Department  at  Cranworth  and  G-uist  Council  Houses.

A  review  of  the  situation  was  made  during  the  year  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  is  no  longer  able  to  offer  contracts  to  farmers  for  the 
destruction  of  rats.  After  careful  consideration  by  the 
Public  He alt  h  Ccmmittee  iir  was  decided  that  tha  Council  wm.Ud 
undertake  this  work  -on  repayment  at  12/-d  per  hour  and  that  the 
farmers  be  circularised  to  this  effect.

The  Council  considered  their  policy  with  regard  to  house 
building  during  1959  and  decided  to  erect  50  houses  for 
Slum  Clearance  purposes.  At  the  end  of  the  year  plans  are 
being  made 'to  implement  this  programme  and  take  action  in 
respect  of  houses  on  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  in  the 
villages  of  Shipdham,  Cranworth  and  Gressenhall. 


Pressure  was  brought  to  bear  upon  owners  to  carry  out 
the  demolition  under  the  terms  cf  existing  orders,  and  as 
a  result  28  were  demolished  during  the  year.  We  were 
assisted  by  the  fact  that  a  local  builder  has  bought  several 
of  the  houses  and  developed  on  the  sites.  It  is  in  cases 
where  the  site  has  little  value  that  we  experience  the 
greatest  difficulty  and  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  Council 
to  undertake  the  works  in  default  and  recover  the  expenses 
of  so  doing  as  provided  for  in  the  Act. 

Pood  Premises 


Following  Mr.Kibblewhite  *  s  appointment  he  carried  out 
a  sample  surety  of  various  types  of  premises  throughout  the 
district  from  which  he  submitted  a  report  which  was 
considered  by  your  Medical  Officer  and  myself,  with  a  view 
to  determining  the  course  cf  action. 
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It  was  apparent  that  most  of  the  premises  in  this  area  fell 
short  of  the  standards  required  by  the  regulations  but  that  in 
view  of  the  problems  with  which  the  shopkeepers  are  faced,  with 
no  public  sewers  and  in  some  cases  no  public  water  supply 9  efforts 
in  the  first  instance  should  be  directed  towards  advising  the 
traders  and,  securing  their  co-operation  in  improving  conditions 
as  far  as  reasonably  practicable.  This  work  has  proceeded 
although  not, as  rapidly  as  I  would  have  liked  owing  to  other 
duties,  but  there  has  been  improvement  in  some  shops.

Meat  Inspection 


Consultation  took  place  during  the  year  with  Messrs. 

Baker  Bros,  of1  Elsing  who  are  proposing  to  construct  a 
slaughterhouse  for  the  wholesale  meat  trade  at  Elsing.  Advice 
was  sought  from  the  Ministry  as  to  the  provisions  of  the 
anticipated  regulations  and  plans  were  eventually  tentatively 
agreed  Between  myself  and  the  applicants  for  the  conversion 
of  seme  farm  buildings.  At  the  time  of  preparing  the  report 
however  it  is  understood  that  the  firm  are  considering  carrying 
out  their  project  in  an  adjoining  Urban  District. 

Following  Mr . Kibblewhite 1  s  appointment,  efforts  were 
directed  primarily  towards  securing  a  more  comprehensive 
meat  inspection.  This  had  not  been  possible  in  the  past  and 
the  measure  of  our  success  will  be  noted  from  the  appended 
figures,  taking  into  account  that  Mr. Kibblewhite  did  not 
commence  duties  until  during  April.

All  the  Ice  Cream  samples  submitted  for  analysis  were 
pre-packed  by  well  known  films  and  were  satisfactory*  Sane 
lollies  however  were  found  to  be  suspicious  and  this  matter 
was  taken  up  with  the  firm  concerned.  As  a  result  of  their 
reply  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  discussed  the  question 
with  Dr.Dowsett  of  the  County’s  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
but  it  appears  that  the  suspicious  samples  did  not  give  oause 
for  alarm  c 

In  view  of  the  comprehensive  samplying  both  at  the  place 
of  manufacture  and  by  other  districts  I  consider  that  such 
repetition  of  sampling  these  pre-packed  articles  by  us  is 
unnecessary.  I  would  prefer  to  see  more  attention  given  to 
the  Iced  Lolly.  Last  year  we  had  two  samples  which  lead  us 
to  suspect  unhygienic  -  handling.  I  contacted  my  colleagues 
in  the  areas  concered  and  drew  the  manufacturers  attention  to 
the  situation,  nevertheless  as  there  is  no  standard  by  which 
the  Iced  Lolly  may  be  judged  sampling  of  this  commodity  also 
seems  to  me  to  have  no  practical  value.  Consequent Hy  no 
further  Ice  Qream  or  Iced  Lolly  samples  have  been  taken 
since  June*
